He confirmed that the first 
effect at the cutback will be 
felt this Sunday with the 
disappearance of the all-day 


50-cent pass. Reduction of 
service itself is expected to 
be completed by Maroh. 

The move - which could 
also be followed by an 
increase in fares — is the 
aftermath of the reoOnt 
month-long transit strike. It 
has set off a howl of protest 
in some quarters. 

Victoria Mayor Courtney 
Haddock said he will call for 
a provincial-regional study of 
public transportation.

director of the Silver Threads 
Sendee, said the cutbacks 
would pose a serious threat to 
the elderly and that her 
organization would make an 
appeal on their behalf to the 
province.

Pollution Factor at Great Lakes 


Airborne Metals Foul Rain 


OTTAWA (UPI) — A 
government ‘agency, which 
started analysing rain and 
snow to see If phosphates and 
nitrates were getting into the 
Great Lakes through precipi¬ 
tation, reported Wednesday it 
had discovered a major new 
pollution problehi — airborne 
lead and cadmium. 

The Canadian Centre for 
Inland Waters in Burlington. 
Ont, disclosed that cadmium 
and lead concentrations in 
rain and snow were above the 
government’s sate drinking 
water standards In some

A. R. Kirby, spokesman for 
the centre, said scientists had 
“no idea” there was so much 
heavy metal pollution sus¬ 
pended in rain and snow. 

“It will be two or three 
years before we can reach 
any definitive conclusions 
about the source and extent 
of the problem, but this is a 
whole new aspect of the 
pollution situation that has 
just been opened up.” 

Kirby said most of the lead 
apparently came from the 


exhausts of cars and trucks 
which use leaded gasoline. 

He said the scientists were 
most surprised by the levels 
of cadmium — which, in 
much higher concentrations, 
has become a major pollution 
source in Japan, where it has 
proved fatal in some in¬ 
stances. 

Although it was apparently 
from an industrial source, 
Kirby said scientists had not 
pinpointed the origin of 
cadmium in #ie rainwater. 


The discovery was made 
during a study of rain and 
snow falling at 15 test stations 
between August, 1969, and 
October, 1970. At all stations, 
traces of lead, zinc, copper, 
iron and cadmium were fouiid 
in excess of the government’s 
“desirable” drinking wafer 
standard. 

The study also found pre¬ 
cipitation “appears to be 
contributing from 5 to 10 per 
cent of the total nutrient input 
of phosphorus and nitrogen 
into lakes Erie and Ontario.’’ 
Nutrients apparently came 
from fertilizers blown into the

Can a person 
have dry (no perspiration) 
feet and still have athlete’s 
foot? — M.S. 

The fungus that causes 
athlete’s foot thrives in a 
warm, moist environment — 
for which a shoe is Ideal. Foot 
powder absorbs moisture, 
thus helps. The various ath¬ 
lete’s foot remedies that kill 
fungus are pretty effective, 
except in very severe cases 
which call for help from a 
dermatologist (skin special¬ 
ist). 

One necessary trick in 
getting rid of athlete’s foot 
with the usual remedies is to 
keep on with the treatment 
for some time after the 
fungus seems to have been 
routed. If only a little oA it 
survives, give it time and it 
will break out into a new 
attack.

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A Reasonable Formula 


W7HETHER A “REAL BREAKTHROUGH” wm 
W achieved at the federal-provincial constitu¬ 
tional talks at Ottawa depends now, it seems, on 
the Quebec government’s attitude after it has 
studied the possible formula for amendment of the 
constitution within Canada which the meeting 
produced. If Quebec decides to disagree, then as 
Premier Roes Thatcher of Saskatchewan remarked 
it will be back to the atart in trying* to find an 
acceptable system of amendment which does not 
require some changes to be approved — even 
though automatically — at Westminster. 

But the proposed formula is reasonable 
enough to provide hope that Quebec will not balk. 
It would ensure either Quebec or Ontario could 
veto any changes in the constitution, and to 
Premier W. A. C. Bennett’s obvious satisfaction, it 
would give virtually the same control to British 
Columbia, while as the same time safeguarding the 
interests of the western provinces and maritime 
provinces as regions. 

Amendments would require the approval of 
the federal Parliament and six of the 10 provinces 
— but not any six. The majority would have to 
include the provinces with more than a quarter of 
the Canadian population, at present Ontario and 
Quebec, and In the foreseeable future, British 
Columbia. It would also have to include two of the 
four western provinces, with at least half of the 
population west of Ontario, and two of the four 
Atlantic provinces. 

Thus in the face of opposition from British 


Columbia to a constitutional change, all three of 
the other western provinces would have to combine 
in their approval to give it a chance of success, 
since British Columbia and the least populated 
province, Saskatchewan, have more than half the 
population. 

Put the other way around, British Columbia 
and one other western province, Ontario, Quebec 
and two Atlantic provinces as well as the federal 
Parliament would have to favor a change before it 
could be made — and it Is difficult to Imagine an 
amendment approved by this lineup and yet 
distasteful to the rest of the provinces. 

A further safeguard in the proposed formula 
is that while Parliament and the provinces could 
make some changes in the constitution pertaining 
to their own fields of jurisdiction without 
infringing on the rights of others, none could alter 
the basic form of governance without the Canada 
wide majority support. No province on its own, nor 
Parliament by itself, could change constitutional 
provisions on the functions' of the Queen, the 
governor-general and the lieutenant-governors, the 
need for annual legislative sessions and the length 
of time between sessions. 

This barrier to republicanism possibly will be 
an impediment to Quebec’s acceptance of the 
formula. But It is perhaps more to the point to 
wonder if Quebec will make the present near¬ 
agreement useless by insisting first on more 
provincial and less federal authority in social 
programs, before deciding on a method of making 
changes.

Confusion and Humbug 


l T , HE CONTROVERSY which has resulted from 
the World Council of Churches’ decision to 
give financial support to anti-South African 
revolutionary movements in the sub-continent has 
caused well-known British commentator and 
broadcaster Malcolm Muggeridge to write a letter 
to the Times of London. 

The (African) freedom fighters, he says, seek 
to overthrow the white oligarchies that rule over 
South Africa, Rhodesia and the Portuguese 
colonies, and to replace them with black ones. 

This, he writes, is a perfectly laudable 
enterprise. But he then asks what such upheavals 
have to do with advancing the KIndgom of Christ, 
which is presumably the essential purpose of the 
World Council of Churches. 

Is Kenya more Christ-like because Jomo 
Kenyatta now rules over it? Or the Congo because 
President Mobutu is now in charge? It is difficult, 
he says, to think off-hand of any regime in the 
world which, in Christian terms, does not deserve 


to be overthrown. Why then should African 
freedom fighters be favored? 

Generally, observes Mr. Muggeridge, no issue 
that he can recall in some 40 years of journalism 
has lent itself to so much mental and moral 
confusion and sheer humbug as the South African 
one. The sale of armored cars to South Africa Is 
condemned, but not of the petrol to drive them. 

Arms must in no circumstances be exported to 
South Africa, but Britain’s imports from South 
Africa provide the currency for their purchase 
elsewhere. 

Newspaper* denounce apartheid In the com¬ 
fortable shade of South African advertising. Anti- 
apartheid demonstrators are content to march 
with apologists for the Soviet invasion of 
Czechoslovakia and join their shouts for freedom 
with incantations in praise of Mao Tse-tung. 

And, concludes Mr. Muggeridge: “Into this 
unedifying malestrom of mixed motives and 
confused purposes the World Council of Churches 
drags the name of Christ. 

“How excruciating.” 


Little Lebanon 


High Price for Standing Aloof 


r fE TINY REPUBLIC of 
Lebanon, which managed 
’ to steer clear of the Arab- 
leraall war In 1967, is now 
making painstaking effort* to 
remain outside the current 
Middle ffest conflict. The 
effort* have been very costly, 
both In material and moral 
terms. 

Since the memorable Israeli 
command raid on Beirut 
International Airport in 
December, 1968, when almost 
the entire Lebanese civilian 
air fleet was blown up on the 
airport’* ground*, several 
Lebanese government* have 
been forced out of office 
under parliamentary and 
popular pressure due to their 
failure to give instructions to 
the army to repel subsequent 
Israeli attacks on Lebanese 
territory. 

* ★ * 

Eventually, it became clear 
that this is an established 
Lebanese policy based on the 
theory that "Lebano n’s 
strength lies in its weakness. ” 
The United Nations Security 
Council condemnation of the 
Israeli raid on Beirut Airport 
was cited to substantiate this 
theory. 

Lebanese military p r a g- 
mstnste realize that Lebanon 
Is far too weak to engage 
Israel in a military operation 
of any size. They also admit 
that Israeli retaliation would 
be far greater than the 
Lebanese could take. 

Israel, on the other hand, 
has apparently got the 
message and, henceforth, has 
concentrated its raids on 
specific areas in the Lebanon 
where Palestinian guerrilla 
bases are believed to exist. 

★ ★ ★ 

When the second deepest 
Israeli command raid took 
place on the Lebanese fishing 
port of Sarafand last Jan. 15, 
many political and press 
circles in Beirut quickly 
Warned the army for its 
failure to engage the Israeli 
raiding force and lathed out 
at the government for Its 
policy of confining the fight¬ 
ing to the Israelis and Pales¬ 
tinian guerrillas in the area. 
Although some 15,000 guer-

rillas are believed to have 
positions in various parts of 
Lebanon, the government's 
public explanation for this hts 
been that "they are here 
because Israel has refused to 
allow them to return to their 
homeland/* 

* * * 

Since Lebanon has been 
unable to put a decisive end 
to guerrilla activities against 
Israel from Lebanese terri¬ 
tory (although these activities 
have been successfully re¬ 
stricted), and since massive 
Israeli, attacks on Lebanese 
territoey have often evoked 
international condemnation by 
the UN Security Council, It 
became part of a tacit 
understan ding whereby 
Lebanon would not use force 
to repel Israeli military 
operations provided that such 
operations are strictly 
directed at Palestinian guer¬ 
rilla bases in Lebanon. 

At the same time. Lebanon 
does not seem to take very 
lightly the repeated Israeli 
attacks on its territory. The 
official contention in Beirut is 
that these attacks have far- 
reaching political and ihili- 
tary implications which sug¬ 
gest that Israel may be trying 
to drag Lebanon into the 
Middle East conflict, although 
belatedly, in the hope of 
acquiring some border re¬ 
adjustments in the event of a 
general political settlement in 
the Middle East. 


Lebanese apprehensions of 
this alleged Israeli aim- were 
strengthened recently when 
UN peace mediator Dr. 
Guimar Jarring conveyed to 
the Lebanese government the 
latest Israeli proposals for 
peace in the area. An official 
statement later said that 
Jarring had only wanted to 
inform the Lebanese of these 
proposals; but it strongly 
emphasized that Lebanon had 
nothing to do with the Middle 
East crisis, the Security 
Council resolution of Nov. 22, 
1967, and the Jarring peace 


mission Lebanese support for 
the Arab countries which 
have accepted the Security 
Council resolution and the 
Jarring mission "does not 
mean that Lebanon is in¬ 
volved in the Middle East 
conflict," so the Lebanese 
argument goes. 

However, the only inter¬ 
national dooument recognized 
by Lebanon as a basis for 
whatever kind of relationship 
exists between It and Israel is 
the 1948 armistice agreement 
concluded under UN super¬ 
vision. Since Lebanon has 
never gone into war with 
Israel after that agreement 
was signed, Lebanon contends 
that the agreement is still 
valid. 


For Israel, on the other 
hand, the armistice agree¬ 
ments with Egypt, Jordan 
and Syria have already been 
violated in the 1967 war and, 
therefore, are considered in¬ 
adequate instruments for 
maintaining the peace. Con¬ 
sequently, if a general politi¬ 
cal settlement is reached for 
establishing a lasting peace in 
the Middle East, the 
L e b anese-Israell srmlstic# 


agreement must be con- 
sidered as null and void even 
though it has not been 
contravened by either side in 
the same manner as the other 
agreements were. 

Meanwhile, one I^banese 
right-wing columnist has said 
that Lebanon "is now the 
victim of the cease-fire condi¬ 
tions in the Middle East." 
What he meant was that as 
the fighting between Israel, 
on the one hand, and each of 
Egypt, Jordan and 3yria, on 
the other, has stopped, at 
least temporarily, Israel is 
now concentrating on the 
Lebanon. 


The Palestinian guerrillas, 
desperately weakened in 
Jordan and strictly contained 
in Syria. And in Lebanon the 
most favorable condition for 
carrying out their guerrilla 
operations against Israel. But 
the repeated Israeli retalia¬ 
tory raids have put the 
government in a dilemma: to 
use force In repelling these 
attacks would be too costly 
and perhaps futile; to remain 
indifferent about them would 
be extremely embarrassing 
before Lebanese public 
opinion as well as the guer¬ 
rillas. 


Let’s Hear 
Both Sides 


During the past few days 
there has been a considerable 
amount of controversy in the 
newspapers regarding the 
president of the university 
and the part he has played 
with respect to the promotion, 
rea pp o intm ent and tenure of 
several members of faculty. 

Some of the statements 
which have been made, and 
certain opinions which have 
been expressed, are so biased 
and reveal such an utter lick 
of knowledge of the situation 
that I feel compelled to add a 
few comments. 

Many people believe the 
president was selected by the 
board of governors. This is 
not the case. For months a 
selection committee composed 
of representatives from the 
board of governors, the 
senate, the faculty and the 
students examined In detail 
the qualifications of many 
die tin gushed men who indi¬ 
cated their intent in being 
considered for the post. Each 
of the 19 members of the 
selection committee had full 
access to all the information 
— academic and otherwise - 
relating to each applicant. 
The recommendation of this 
committee was then formally 
approved by the board. 

One faculty member on the 
committee recently stated he 
had no idea that the presi¬ 
dent’s law degrees were ob¬ 
tained through a correspon¬ 
dence school. I find this 
unbelievable. Two different 
academics mentioned this to 
me (I was not on the 
committee), a day after the 
announcement was made that 
the new president was 
appointed. 

A great point is made of the 
fact that a university presi¬ 
dent should have a strong 
academic background. I agree 
It would be appropriate to 
have a man who had a PhD. 
from T or o n t o, Oxford or 
Harvard, who was a first-rate 
administrator, the author of 
numerous books, a fund 
raiser extraordinary, perfer- 
ably bilingual, and for 
encores could walk on water. 
Unfortunately there are few 
such persons available 

At the time the selection 
committee was combing 
through the file* for a re¬ 
placement for Dr. Taylor, the 
general feeling on the campus 
was that our greatest need 
was for a first-class adminis¬ 
trator. The university, which 
had grown by leaps and 
bounds, was in dire need of a 
man with experience and

Proposals for appointments, 
r e a ppointments, promotion 
and tenure originate with a 
committee within the indi¬ 
vidual’s department, and go 
through several steps, includ¬ 
ing the academic deans, 
before reaching the board of 
governors. Most — I would 
estimate 98 per cent — of the 
recommendations made by 
the deans are accepted with-

out question. In a few in¬ 
stances the president may 
ask the dean to reconsider his 
recommendation because of 
-Lthe nature of the individual 
case, but only in extra¬ 
ordinary circumstances would 
a president reverse a decision 
of hit academic dean. 

To my mind the question 
which should be asked is: how 
many, if any. of the cases for 
promotion now under public 
discussion have been 
approved by the departments, 
deans, et cetera and dis¬ 
allowed by the president? A 
second question might be how 
many, if any of the cases 
under review have been 
denied anv of the rights of 
appeal o(^en to them under 
the tenure document — the 
"union agreement" mutually 
agreed upon by both the 
faculty and administration 
last year? 

Controversy can be stimu¬ 
lating, but let’s hear both 
sides of the question for a 
refreshing change.

Malta’s strategic position, 
50 miles south of Sicily and 
220 miles north of Tripoli in 
Africa, has attracted visitors 
since earliest times — some 
welcome, others despised. 

The German Luftwaffe poun¬ 
ded It relentlessly in the Sec¬ 
ond World War but the archi¬ 
pelago held firm, earning the 
world’s admiration as Brit- 
ain's "unsinkable aircraft 
carrier.” Malta became a 
sovereign nation Within the 
British Commonwealth to 1964. 

But the a rchipelago’s 
grandest and most turbulent 
period arrived in 1530 with 
the Knights of St. John of 
Jerusalem, who received 
Malta from Charles V, Holy 
Roman Emperor and King of 
Spain.

After withstanding a pro¬ 
longed Turkish siege a few 
years later, the order began 
building the city of Valletta 
on a rocky peninsula. As 
Malta’s stronghold and capi¬ 
tal, the city blossomed with 
magnificent buildings. 

In few other places in the 
world do so many imposing 
palaces, churches, and public 
buildings crowd’so small an 
area. 

Although the old formalities 
of chaperone, curfew, and 
black cravat have passed, the 
Maltese still live up to a 
popular saying about their 
city: "Built by gentlemen, for 
gentlemen." In the evening, 
they stroll slowly, ever ready 
to stop for a handshake or to 
introduce a friend to a friend. 


Guilt Complex

better off than people in other 
lands..

Rather it 
encompasses the quality of life, an increasing drive toward 
more social and economic experimentation, inflation's effect on 
the pocketbook — and ever higher taxes. The general sales tax 
has Just gone up to 17-plus par eant. 


"Nothing is the same as 
b a fore," Sweden’s largest 
newspaper. Expressen, has 
lamented. 

' "Mother Sweden’s cities are 
in process of being thinned 
out to a watery mixture of 
supermarkets and parking 
places.

Joenkoeping. match centra 
of the world In the days of the 
match king Ivar Krueger, 
doesn’t make matches any 
more. Soedertaelje, 6 n c a 
famous for Its tasty figure-of- 
eight biacuita, has ceased 
making them.

Mora important is the 
change In the phlegmatic 
Swede himself.

With an eye on its far left 
and die radical youth, the 
ruling Social Democratic 
party is pushing a program 
for "Increased equality." This 
is developing into something 
of a cult. 


Census Protested 


The growing change in 
Swedish Ufa was evident in a 
recent mass outcry against 
census questions. Nothing like 
it had ever happened before 
in the bureaucratic history of 
Sweden’s social welfare 
system. 

"Swedes virtually arc bom 
with a persona] code number 
under the social welfare 
scheme of things, and for 
years they’ve been filling out 
forms of all types without 
objection,'' said one. 

"Now, suddenly there has 
been a nationwide protest 
against what many regard aa 
an invasion of privacy.” 

Swedes in general are talk¬ 
ing a lot about equality. After 
38 years of socialist rule, that 
may seem odd to the outsider 
who knows about Sweden’s 
lavish system of welfare- 
medical benefits, pensions, 
family support, housing sub¬ 
sidies and mother care. 

The cost in the current year 
to the state, without counting 
communal expenditures, runs 
to more than 12,500 million 
for a population of about eight 
million. 


But no Swede Is claiming 
that this 1* Utopia. Olof 
Palme, at 43 Europe’s 
youngest prime minister, 
says: "Men will never be 
equal. Salaries will never be 
entirely equal. But . . . today 
the Inequalities are too great 
and if we don’t do anything 
about it they will be greater 
atil]." 

Palme's Social Democrats 
have laid down a program for 
the 1970s seeking to narrow 
the gaps among wage 
earners, further break down 
social barriers, inject more 
democracy into the factories, 
attain more employee and 
state Influence on the boards 
of private companies, and 
build up the education 
systems, particularly for 
adults. 

With this program Palme la 
staking the future of his 
government a decade ahead, 
after just squeaking through 
the September general elec¬ 
tion. 

The Social Democrats 
remain in control as a 
minority government; 17 
Communists in parliament 
hold toe balance of power. 


Odd Manifestations 


Talk about equality has led 
to some odd manifestations. 
In Bodtn, privates com¬ 
plained that they had to swim 
naked in the army pool while 
officers could wear swimming 
suits. The upshot: Officers 
would have to swim naked 
but could wear swimming 
caps showing rank. 

The outlook over toe 
coming years is for a level- 
ling-up and levelling-down 
process penetrating toe 
country’s entire social and 
economic fabric. 

The proepect of more and 
more doses of socialism, 
combined with the tax 
burden, has lad many a well- 
to-do Swede to retire early. 

Taxation Director E r! k 
Johannson says several 
hundred Swedes, perhaps as 
many as 2 , 000 , leave anniially 
for tax havens abroad. 

A tax reform bill effective 
Jan. 1 eased the tax burden 
on Swedes earning up to 
30,000 crowns, or 86,000, but 
compensate for that by taking 


Grime, Hooliganism 


But toe Swedes are worried 
about toe rise in crime and 
hooliganism. Older persons 
avoid the centre of their cities 
at night for fear of being 
attacked or getting into ugly 
incidents. Stockholm's trans¬ 
port authorities have appealed 
for mors police to patrol the 
subways. 

The central bureau of 
statistics reported that crime 
of all categories in June 
was up IS par cant over the 
same month in 1969. Rob¬ 
beries were up 44 per cent 
and fraud 78 per cent 

Police say part of the 
reason for a rise in house 
breakings —- up 25 per cent 
over 1969, which was a record 
year — is to steal money for 
narcotics. 

Inspector Bert Klamm of 
Stockholm’s narcotics bureau 
estimates there are 4,500 drug 
addicts in the capital. 

Lika most of Europe, infla¬ 
tion ran away with prices this 
year to toe tune of seven per 
cent. Best quality beef costs 
around 85 a pound. A pack of 
oigarsttss sells for 81. 


Constitutional Conference Optimism Could Prove Premature 

Once Again It’s Up to Quebec

Optimism expressed at the end of the federal- 
provincial constitutional conference this week was 
reminiscent of a similar meeting seven years ago 
when political leaders also had agreed on a method 
of amending the constitution with made-in-Canada 
machinery. 

Two years later that • 

method, known as the Fulton- 
Fabreau to rmula, lay 
scrapped. 

A review of toe constitution, 
the British North America 
Act of 1867 which still re¬ 
quires nominal British parli¬ 
amentary approval for any 
amendment, began in 1968, 
still hung up on inability of 
Canadian* tp agree among 
foemselve* on how to relieve 
Britain of an unwelcome, 
obsolete responsibility.

Now, Prime Minister 
Trudeau and the 10 provincial 
premiers have agreed on 
another formula for amend¬ 
ment. 

They aay It is "a feasible 
approach." And while there 
was general, if restrained, 
optimism that such a formula 
will be formally adopted next 
June at another session in 
Victoria, there are clearly 
some hurdles to clear. 

All provinces will be keep¬ 
ing their eyes on Quebec for 
toe next three months while 
the proposed formula is aired 
through toe legislature. It was 
here that the Fulton-Favreau 
formula came crashing down 
after the former Liberal 
premier, Jean Lesage, had 
originally accepted it. 

This week’s conference 
made unmistakable progress 
in a number of constitutional 
areas, but toe question of toe 


amending formula was upper¬ 
most in most minds. 

Justice Minister John 
"Turner had visited all 10 
provinces, laying the ground¬ 
work for discussions on the 
formula. 

Most premiers came here 
agreeing that time was 
running out unless clear pro¬ 
gress could be demonstrated 
in the constitutional review 
process, spurred by sentiment 
that Quebec’s recent crisis 
demanded some progress. 

The one specific area in 
which such progress could be 
demon strated would be 
through toe acceptance of an 
amending formula. This 
would enable all constitutional 
changes to be made without 
toe now embarrassing request 
for Westminster approval.

And once approved, actual 
constitutional changes could 
be pushed through to give 
some tangible meaning to 
three years of toe review 
process. 

But previous experience In¬ 
dicated it wasn’t easy to 
arrive at a formula satisfying 
all governments that their 
constitutional rights and free¬ 
doms would be fully pro¬ 
tected. 

The Fulton-Favreau 
formula, named after E. 
Davie Fulton, a Conservative 
justice minister, and the late

An emergency deflationary 
budget has put 10 per cent 
more tax on gasoline, electric 
power,-wires end spirits. The 
employers’ payroll tax ' is 
doubled, to two from one per 
cent. 

In this climate the giant 
central trades union organiza¬ 
tion wants a new nation wide 
wage contra ct aimed 
especially at helping the 
lowest paid workers. 

The average wage of 
workers generally Is put at 
about 20,000 crowns, or 84.000, 
a year, but every third 
worker earns less than that. 

The unions also are seeking 
to cut the 42-hour work week 
to 40 hours and to lower the 
pension age to 65 from 67. 


Common Market 

Canada’s Fears 
Are Exaggerated 


By HAROLD KING, from Parts 

Fears for Canada’s export trade after British entry into 
the European Common Market, and the present fashionable 
gloom in London that Britain will fail to gat in. both seem 
excessive as viewed from continental Europe. 

At best, Britain will not be a full member of toe 
European Economic Community for seven years. By then, 
even French agricultural experts admit, tome measures will 
unavoidably have been taken to decrease over-production of 
wheat in France and West Germany. 

These steps would reduce the cost to the Common Market 
countries of subsidizing excess production and at toe same 
time diminish their temptation to increase customs and quota 
obstacles to the import of North American grain. The 
rationalization of continental Europeqn fanning seven years 
hence, some French experts hopefully say, may even leave 
more room for food imports from Canada and other 
countries. 

The international officials at toe head of toe Common 
Market in Brussels entertain the vision of extended future co¬ 
operation with some overseas countries; among them Canada 
takes one of the top places. 

The geographical, economlo and political situation of 
Canada, they argue, favors a close association with an 
enlarged Common Market complex. It holds out promise of 
substantial benefits to both parties to a greater degree than, 
for instance, toe current arrangement between the Common 
Market and the Francophone states of black Africa. 

Meanwhile, last week’s meeting in Brussels between 
Britain and the six-country ECM produced distinct progress. 

same encouraging prospe c ts hold true about future 
Common Market relations with the Commonwealth countries 
in Asia and Hong Kong. 

Britain and the ECM reached agreement on toa 
progressive reduction of mutual tariff barriers during the five- 
year transition period before Britain becomes a full member. 
Both parties have agreed on a 20 per cent redution of tariffs 
on both sides every year from April, 1973 to July, 1977. As for 
toe integration of Britain’s external tariff with that of the 
Common Market, it has been agreed this will be done in one 
move at the end of the transition period. 


The only really knotty problem is the British contribution 
to the Market’s agricultural equalization fund and the 
payment of these financial resources directly to the Common 
Market, to be administered independently of member 
governments. This could be one real stumbling block, but ft is 
believed in Brussels to be a matter of hard bargaining which 
will also be settled in due course. 

Tlie ECM holds to the view for the present that Britain 
ought to pay 24 to 25 per cent of toe Market farm subsidy. 
Britain thinks 15 per cent to be fair and as much as she could 
carry. This leads to toe question of where Britain’s escalating 
contributions during toe transition years should start. 

Britain wants to start with three per cent and end with 
15. The ECN wants a highter starting figure and an eventual 
British contribution of 24 to 25 per cent by foe end of the 
transition period. Otherwise. ECM officials fear Britain will 
plead hardship at the end of the five yean and suoossd in 
prolonging toe transition period — something toe ECM wants 
to avoid. 


Guy Favreau, a Liberal 
conunterpart, would have 
required unanimous approval 
of all 11 governments. 
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Discussions that fallowed 
the. original approval 
generated strong feeling in 
Quebec that the formula 
would place the province in a 
constitutional stait-Jacket. 

Changes could only be made 
when the nine other provinces 
agreed — and there are wide- 
ranging provincial opinons on 
such vital issues as central¬ 
ization of government and 
services. 

This lime, the prposed 


formula w ould require 
approval from Ottawa and a 
majority of the provinces — 
six — for eonstitutional 
changes. Those six, becaue of 
P o p u 1 a tion requirements, 
must include both Quebec and 
Ontario. 

The effect is that Quebeo 
needs the support of only five 
other provinces for desired 
changes instead of the nine 
required under toe Fulton- 
Favreau formula. 

And. on the other hand, 
both Quebec and Ontario have 
effective veto powers for all 
proposed co nstitutional 
changes. 


Premier Robert Bourassa 
of Quebec said the new 
formula is not perfect — 
"nothing is" — but he said it 
might be accepted. Meantime, 
he made it clear to reporters 
he Isn’t going to become 
solidly committed to toe 
proposal until it had been 
discussed in his province. 

A A A 

Had he been able to take 
home concessions on in¬ 
creased provincial jursldiction 
over welfare services — 
which he sought — it would 
have made a more attractive 
package. 

It would have clearly 


demonstrated the need for an 
easier, and/ more flexible, 
method of consitutional 
change. 

Ottawa indicated a willing¬ 
ness to get closer to Quebec’s 
position on this issue but 
there was no dear break¬ 
through at toe conference. 

Meanwhile, as all legislative 
bodies in Canada discuss the 
amending formula over the 
next three months, most eyes 
will remain on Quebec. 

If the formula is rejected 
there, the subject could be 
effectively buried, and the 
entire constitutional review 
process could go under wit it.

Trial Delay 


‘Friend’ 
Sought 
For Rose 


MONTREAL (UPI) — 
Paul Rose’s trial for the 
kidnapping and murder 
of Quebec labor minister 
Pierre Laporte was ad¬ 
journed Wednesday to 
Monday when the Mon¬ 
treal Bar Association was 
unable to delegate a 
“friend of the court” to 
act on behalf of the ban¬ 
ished defendant. 

The bar association sent a 
repreaentatlve lawyer Rolland 
Blais, who told court the role 
of “amicus curiae'’ at the 
trial would be an onerous one. 

Whoever is delegated will 
require time “to put order 
Into his office affairs’* and 
“be informed as to what has 
happened so far (in the Rose 
trial),’’ Blais said. 

Blais said the bar hoped to 
have someone selected later 
in the day and already had 
“several persons in mind.” 

Mr. Justice Marcel Nichols 
quickly accepted the request 
tor an adjournment. 

Rose’s trial for the murder 
of Laporte last Oct. 17 at the 
height of Canada’s kidnap 
crisis, stormy from the 
outset, began establishing 
Canadian legal history Tues¬ 
day with Rose’s ouster from 
the courtroom. The situation 
was complicated by the fact 
Rose had been acting as his 
own attorney. 

Nichols asked the bar Tues¬ 
day to select a lawyer who 
would serve as “a friend of 
the court with the power to 
intervene” on Rose’s behalf if 
the trial were to proceed 
without Rose's presence. An 
unrepentant Rose had refused 
to bow to two conditions laid 
down by the judge for his 
readmission to the court — an 
apology for insults hurled at 
the judge and a promise of 
future good conduct. 


Canadian 
Content 
May Sell 

OTTAWA (CP) — Senator 
Harper Prowse (L — Alberta) 
suggested Wednesday that 
Canadian radio and television 
stations may one day ap¬ 
preciate being required to 
provide their listeners and 
viewers with Canadian talent 
The response to the Cana¬ 
dian Radio-Television Com- 
mission’s demand for more 
use of Canadian entertainers 
has not been happy, Prowse 
told the Senate in debate on 
the special committee report 
on the mass media. 

But, he said, "they’re going 
to find it so interesting and 
profitable that they’re going 
to wonder why they didn’t do 
it before.'* 

He said he could even see 
the time when Canadian 
studios will be selling pro¬ 
grams to ap American 
market.

WASHINGTON (AP) 
—Two pesticide manu¬ 
facturers hired farm 
workers to act as guinea 
pigs for experiment with 
poisonous chemicals, a 
non-profit group study¬ 
ing the agriculture busi¬ 
ness industry said Wed¬ 
nesday. 

Some of the 49 farm 
laborers tested, ineluding 
women and children, suffered 
serious medical effects, the 
public interest group fetid. 

The Agribusiness Account¬ 
ability Project released st a 
newt conference information 
it said came from experi¬ 
ments by Niagara Chemical 
Co. of Mlddleport, N.Y., and 
Cbemagro Corp. of Kansas 
City. 

It announced plans to file a 
petition with the environ¬ 
mental project agency asking 
for an emergency order pro¬ 
hibiting pesticide experiments 
on human beings. 

In Kansas City, a spokes¬ 
man for Chemagro Corp., Bob 
Dammans, corporate a e c- 
retary, read a statement 
which said the purpose of the 
test was to obtain additional 
data for field workers’ safety. 

", . , Only paid volunteers 
were used in the test and 
each volunteer Indicated his 
understanding and agreement 
to the test. The test was 
under complete medical 
supervision at all times but 
no Illness resulted. 0 

Project officers said state 
and federal agencies allow 
poisonous pesticides to go on 
the market before knowing 
how dangerous they might be 
to farm workers who will be 
exposed to sprayed crops. 

The California agriculture 
department now has 
lengthened the waiting period 
to 90 days.

Priest Refuses

Cancer Fighters Optimistic 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Three UCLA scientists said 
Wednesday they have found a 
way to render cancerous cells 
harmless when they are in¬ 
jected into a healthy animal. 

Although the work to date 
has been done only with 
animal cells grown in labora¬ 
tory dishes, another study is 
being oonducfod to duplicate 
the feat in live animals. 

The report by Drs. Richard 
Halpern, Barbara Halpem 


and Roberts Smith of UCLA’s 
molecular biology institue was 
based on a decade of research 
and experiments/ 

The researchers said the 
study has important potential 
applications for man but that 
muck work remains ’to be 
done before they oould be 
realized. 

The team used rat breast 
cancer cells which, when 
injected into a healthy rat, 
caused cancer. But when the 


malignant cells were Injected 
with DNA taken frond healthy 
cells, the animal could not 
tolerate the altered cells and 
destroyed them. 

All cells contain DNA 
double stranded molecules 
which carry the body's 
genetic code. The scientists 
believe the DNA causes the 
cancer cells to manufacture a 
growth inhibitor which is 
present in normal ceils but 
not in cancerous ones.

The new ruling also made it 
an offence to hide either 
bodies or injured persons. It 
prohibited the wearing of 


paramilitary uniforms and 
gave police power to arrest 
persons whose appearance or 
behavior suggested they were 
IRA members. 

The new measures followed 
a week of rioting in Belfast 
which has claimed lives 
among Northern Ireland's 
militant Homan Catoolic 
minority and the British 
armed forces called in to 
keep the peace. 

The "provisional" or mili¬ 
tant wing of the IRA, which 
seeks to unite Northern Ire¬ 
land with predominantly 
Catholic Irish Republic to the 
south, has been blamed for 
much of the trouble.

Amid NDP cries of ‘‘Star 
Chamber," “under the rug," 
and "secrets," Attorney- 
General Leslie Peterson said 
the most important aspect of 
the amendment was that k 
was in fact a motion of non¬ 
confidence in the government. 

“Regardless of the merits 
or otherwise of the contents 
of the resolution, it is a 
motion of non-confidence and 
not acceptable," said Peter¬ 
son. 


This attitude, said Liberal 
Pat McGeer, reflects the 
“bloated arrogance'" of the 
government, when it decides 
to vote against a motion 
regardless of its merits. 

Seconding Cocke’s amend¬ 
ment, Liberal David Brousson 
said that last year the House 
had debated for many days a 
rate increase for B.C. Hydro. 

“It was the moat cynical 
sham of a debate there ever 
was," said Brousson. 

He said there had been 
posturing and wasted 
questions, while the man 
responsible sat silent. “Dr. 
Shrum was muzzled by order 
of the premier, and there was 
no way of finding the truth," 
said Brousson. 

Why, he asked, was the 
government afraid of showing 
the accounts of the crown 
corporations? 

Opposition Leader Dave 
Barrett said in addition to the 
accounts asked for in the 
motion, he also wanted to see 
the accounts of the B.C. 
medical plan. 

McGeer noted that Hydro

The present profits at the 
B.C. Telephone Company 
would pay for the utility 
within 15 years if the govern¬ 
ment wss to take it over, 
Dennis Cocke (NDP—New 
Westminster) told the House 
Wednesday. 

The company, he said, 
made $19,051,000 last year, 
and $19,175,000 the year be¬ 
fore, and tha least that should 
be done was for the Board of 
Transport Commissioners to 
turn down the request for a 
rate increase. 

He would like to see the 
government take over whet 
waa. in effect a utility which 
had no competition in the 
province, and which was 
controlled not only from out¬ 
side the province, but from 
outside the country.

General Telephona and 
Electronics of New York, said 
Cocke, owned a controlling 
interest in Ai^loOuMdian, 
which In turn held a con¬ 
trolling interest In B.C TeL 

While fie beh avion* at B.C. 

Tel, itself was controlled by 
the transport commissioners 
this did not apply to other 
companies, also subsidiaries 
of General Telephone and 
Electronics which sold 
supplies and equipment to 
B.C. Tel. 

He named Automatic Elec¬ 
tric as one comapny con¬ 
trolled by General Telephone 
and said in 1965 It sold $13 
million worth of needed 
equipment and material to 
BJC. Tel, or 90 per cent of 
what B.C. Tel bought. 

In Burnaby, said Cocke, 


B.C. Tel, and Automatic 
Electric, and another sub¬ 
sidiary — Canadian Telephone 
and Shpply — had offices in 
the same building. 

All telephones in this 
province, said Cocke ,* are 
made by Automatic Electric, 
while in other provinces there 
is competition and the instru¬ 
ments could be made by one. 
of several companies. 

He contrasted costs of 
telephone service and equip¬ 
ment in B.C. with that of the 
Prairie provinces, and said 
that people in this province 
pay higher rates and get 
poorer service. 


In B.C. the oost of service 
is $6.26, and a further In¬ 
crease to $7.20 has been 
requested, said Cocke. In 
other provinces the costs 
were — Manitoba, $3.90; 
Regina, Saskatchewan, $4.15 
and Calgary, Alberta, $4.25. 

Oocke also epoke of the 
poor, and sometimes desper¬ 
ate straits of pensioners in 
B.C., pointing to tumble-down 
and squalid houses — “pen¬ 
sioners slums" — and lack of 
money in many cases for 
adequate clothing and food. 
He suggested that centennial 
71 funds should be spent on 
the senior citizens.

If Vancouver’s 550,000 tele¬ 
phone directories were 
repulped after salvaging, 
35,000 trees would be saved, 
according to David Brousson 
(L.—N orth Vancouver-Capir 
lano).

He pointed out that al¬ 
though the Utter Act cabs 
only for refunds on drink 
cans, tha canning industry 
had entered into a program in 
which cans are sent to Seattle 
for recycling into steel again. 
By contrast, the Uquor 
Control Board, he said simply 
burns, then dumps its re¬ 
turned cans. 

He also suggested that the 
problem of disposal of car 
hulks could be accomplished 
if a company were encour¬ 
aged to invest in a shredder 
to sort out the ferrous metals, 
by an assurance that one 
processor would be able to 
handle all available junk cars 
to justify his Investment.

When Oak Bay Mayor 
Frances Elford asked him 
after the speech if an 
amalgamated police force 
would not result in more 
efficiency, Bole had this to 
say: 

“That depends what you 
want from your police force; 
it may become more military, 


yes, but you may' want a 
police force which is very 
close to the people, which 
tries to prevent crime in your 
community rather than 
bludgeoning it after it 
happens.” 

Speaking of B.C.’s system 
of appointing members to 
the regional boards from the 
various councils. Bole said 
better results could be 
achieved by electing repre¬ 
sentatives. 

••This is what we did in 
Winnipeg. Things tend to get 
done a lot faster when the 
members of a Metro or 
regional government are 
directly responsible to the 
people,” he said.

‘Super 
bureaucracy 
can’t cope’—Boll 


The common belief that 
amalgamation of several 
m u n i c i palities into one 
political body will save the 
taxpayers money is "a great 
illusion, a myth,” an 
authority on the subject said 
in Victoria Wednesday. 


More than 200 persons, 
including the mayors and 
numerous aldermen of 
Greater Victoria’s four core 
municipalities, heard Elswood 
Bole, former executive 
director of Greater Winni¬ 
peg’s Metro government, 
address the Victoria Chamber 
of Commerce at the Empress 
Hotel. 


attack on the principle of 
amalgamation. He said it is 
“naive” to expect tax savings 
from a malgamation and 
made a strong argument for 
the two-tier regional gov¬ 
ernment Bystem instead. 


“Amalgamation is fine as 
long as you combine only a 
certain number and type of 
services, but don’t amalga¬ 
mate any more than neces¬ 
sary,” he warned. 

Perhaps the greatest and 
most important factor against 
amalgamtion, he said, is a 
sociological one. 

“Individual citizens feel 
frustrated when they must 
deal with a big political and 


administrative body; they feel 
that a super bureaucracy 
can’t cope with their particu¬ 
lar problems. This feeling has 
led to violence in a number of 
U.S. cities," Bole said. 


Bole, who was Metro Win¬ 
nipeg’s top administrative 
man from metropolitan gov¬ 
ernment inception in 1960 to 
1966. said that even if the 
s o c i ological disadvantages 
were disregarded, amalgama¬ 
tion was still undesirable 
from an economic point of 


“It is the great Illusion, a 
myth, that amalgamation will 
aave money,” he said. 

He listed eight areas where 


there have been substantial 
tax increases wherever amal¬ 
gamation was tried. 


These were upgrading of 
salaries of present staff; 
additional staff, space and 
equipment; increase in 
standards; increase in service 
levels to that of dominant 
m u nicipality; increase in 
spending due to more ex¬ 
pensive political promises; a 
greater range of services, and 
additional cost to control the 
enlarged bureaucratic struc¬ 
ture. 

These, Bole said, were only 
a number of reasons why 
taxes in an amalgamated 
area will inevitably be higher 


than the total taxes of 
separate municipal units. 

Bole also told the audience 
it wasn't very realistic (to 
view an amalgamated body of 
municipalities as a "political 
club with which to hit toe 
provincial government over 
the head.” 


"That’s a pretty idiotic way 
to look at it,” be said. 


On toe other hand, he said, 
the two-tier government 
system under which an over- 
riding government (like 
Metro or the regional govern¬ 
ment) undertakes to provide 
a number of basic services on 
a regional level, would assure 
success.

Changer Not a Vendor 


By BRICE LOWTHER 

In what may be a precedent¬ 
setting decision, Judge 
William Ostler ruled Wednes¬ 
day in Victoria Provincial 
Court that a coin-changing 
machine is not a vending 
machine under the law. 

The result was that a 
charge against Stephen Paid 
Maloney, 21, of 1G08 Redfem, 
of uttering a forged coin last 
Nov. 7 in a laundromat at 
2004 Oak Bay Avenue in Oak 
Bay was dismissed. 

It was the second such 
charge against Maloney 
arising from toe same inci¬ 
dent to be dismiaaed. On 
Dec. 7, in the other section of 
the Victoria oourt, Judge E* 
F. N. Robinson threw out a 
charge .that Maloney uttered 


(used a thing as legal tender ji 
a piece of metal for a coin. 

That time, Robinson agreed 
with defence lawyer Derenod 
Owen-Flood’s argument that 
“one can in law utter only to 
a person” and not tt> a 
machine. 

Tins time. Ostler agreed 
with Owen-Flood’s contention 
made during the trial Feb. I 
that, if any charge should be 
laid in the case, it should be 
one of theft. 

Testimony Feb. 1 was that 
Maloney inserted several 
washers into a coin-changing 
machine at the laundromat - 
a machine designed to return 
two dimes and a nickel for a 
quarter. If' f 

In his judgment Wednesday, 
Ostler rejected two claims by 


Owen-Flood that the charge of 
uttering a forged coin was 
worded improperly and that 
there was no evidence to 
show the coin-changer was 
not designed to receive 
washers. 

Then he came to the 
defence lawyer’s motion for 
dismissal on the ground* the 
law involved deals with 
machines that vend mer¬ 
chandise 1 or services, and 
there was rto evidence 
whether the coin-changing 
machine vends — which 
implies selling for profit—or 
just exchanges. 

Ostler accepted that argu¬ 
ment, saying this is “an era 
of automatic self-service” but 
he could find no court rulings 
on the point other than an 
1835 English oourt ruling an *

patent case which defined 
vending as “selling and 
offering for sale.” 

He said he had checked a 
number of dictionaries and, 
while they were not lew. all 
said “an in dispensable 
ingredient of vending Is sell¬ 
ing or offering tor aale.” 

Ostler ruled a change 
machine does not vend serv¬ 
ices and said “it would be an 
unwarranted and unjustified 
extension of the meaning of 
the word vend to bold it 
covers a transaction where 
nothing is sold" and the coins 
that come out equal the one 
going in. 

In announcing dismissal, he 
said the case was more like 
“insinuating a knifeblade into 
a piggybank and extracting 
the coins inside.”

Satellite Clinics May Ai 
Youthful Drug Abusers

Hospitals might aoon have 
to consider operating satellite 
clinics, poasibly far removed 
from the existing medical 
Institutions, for the care of 
tong users, says Dr. Embert 
Van Tilburg, executive 
director of St. Joseph’s. ( 

He represented B.C. 
hospitals last week at a 
national symposium on drug 
abuse sponsored by the Cana¬ 
dian Hospitals Association in 
Montreal. Van Tilburg 
stressed in an interview that 
he Is not an expert on the 
problems of drug users just 
because h e attended the 
symposium, but the 400 dele¬ 
gates produced a number of 
new thoughts on toe subject. 

First, he explained, there 
must be acknowledgment of 
the drug-abuse problem and 
that it might become worse. 

He said the idea of satellite 
clinics under the sponsorship 
of hospitals seemed popular 
among the delegates because 
drug users, particularly the 


“If such a system was 
possible, it would be a great 
advantage to the traditional 
hospital to support tha street 
clinic. Street clinics keep 
people out of the general 
hospitals that are so expen¬ 
sive to every taxpayer.” 

Hospitals also might study 
the need for follow-up cllncs 
in the community. 

“When they come to the 
emergency department, we 
have an opportunity to reach 
them, but what assurance do 
we have that their care will 
be followed up? Follow-up 
clinics, poasibly staffed by 
para-medical people for group 
therapy, might be an 
answer.” 

Drug abuse is a peculiar 
type of Illness because it 
might be described as seH- 
i n f 1 i e t e d . However, al¬ 
coholism might be described 
the came way. 

“We are not doing much for 
alcoholism in B.C., and we 
are doing very little for 


young, are suspicious of 
established institutions. 

If they don’t operate such 
satellites, hospitals at least 
Should try to work closely 
with the so-called “street 
clinics.” He pointed out that 
St. Joseph’s already has done 
that in Victoria, providing 
equipment for a Cool-Aid 
clinic that is attended by 
seven volunteer doctors. 

“With the over-crowding of 
hospital emergency depart¬ 
ments, drug users who come 
in to be ‘talked down’ have to 
compete with many other 
type* of patients for care,” he 
said. “Hie result is that they 
probably don’t get the atten¬ 
tion they require.” 

Van Tilburg said If 
hospitals ran satellite clinics 
they could treat the tansient 
features of drug abuse there, 
leaving their emergency de¬ 
partments available to per¬ 
sons needing care for 
fractures and serious depres¬ 
sions that also might result 
from illicit drug use. ,

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Women 9 s Prison Grim

KINGSTON. Ont - The 
Royal Commission Status of 
Woman report said bluntly : 
“dose it.” 

Critics, outside and inside, 
mock the thought that any 
meinin gful rehabilitation 
takes place at Kingston 
Prison for Women. 

It's costing Canadians $1 
million a year for custody of 
its hand ul of inmates — 
approximately $13,000 per pri¬ 
soner per year, twioe as 
much as It costs for each 
male federal prisoner. 

Because it’s Canada’s only 
federal women's prison, 
inmates must oome here from 
the tardiest parts of the 
country; some don’t see hus¬ 
bands or children for the 
whole length of their sen¬ 
tences. 

Female offenders rarely 
commit the kind of crimes c< 
violence that necessitate their 
being shut up in a maximum- 
security-prison. 

And even the ‘superin¬ 
tendent of the prison admits 
frankly he would like one day 
to preside over its being tom 
down. 

Grim Sense 
Of Despair 

All these are compelling 
reasons why Kingston Prison 
for Women seems an increas¬ 
ingly outdated, 19th-Century 
way of dealing with women 
criminals. 

Built 40 years ago ( although 
it looks 100 years older than 
that), the prison was designed 
the same way as a mala 
maximum security jail. 

The stark, forbidding lime¬ 
stone building with its 
mausoleum appearance and 
high walls fills the visitor 
with foreboding and despair. 
There’s sense of grim retribu¬ 


tion before one gets inside the 
door. 

Despite modem touches in¬ 
side ( such as a newer wing, 
bright-painted offices, cafe¬ 
teria and inmate lounges) the 
cold stone walls are omni¬ 
present; there are barred and 
locked doors and windows at 
every turn, wardresses with 
jangling keys at every comer. 

The grim “Range,” as the 
cell block where 25 inmates 
sleep is called, is straight out 
of the last century. 

There are rooms as well as 
eells, but die Range Is where 
most newcomers are sent 
until It’s decided where they 
belong. It must be a chilling 
experience, particularly for 
the first offender. 

Inmates are allowed to 
decorate rooms or cells and 
there are pathetic attempts to 
pretty them up and make 
them homelike with curtains, 
bedspreads and personal 
touches. 

No Visitors 
For Years 

More inportant than the 
physical facilities of the 
prison is the reason for its 
existence in the first place, 
and the effort It makes to 
rehabilitate inmates. 

Any woman whose sentence 
is more than two years 
automatically goes to King¬ 
ston, no matter where she 
comes from in Canada. 

This means that some from 
places like British Columbia 
or the Marltimes can go few 
years without seeing their 
children or families. 

This was one reason why 
the Status of Women Com¬ 
mission recommended it be 
closed down and that federal 
offenders instead be housed in 
smaller provincial institutions 
that are under federal re¬ 
sponsibility. 


Another reason was the 
overwhelming agreement of 
Canadian penal experts that 
women prisoners do not fare 
well in this type of maximum- 
security institution. 

A forward-looking rehabili¬ 
tation program that dra¬ 
matically lessened the 
“repeater” rate In female 
prisoners was set up at 
Kingston under former super¬ 
intendent Isabel Macneill. 
first woman in Canada to 
head a federal prison. 

Many of her innovations, 
however, lapsed when she 
quit in 1966—she and several 
of her staff claiming that 
Ottawa was damping down 
on the rehabilitation program. 

Motivation , 

Not Bars 

Miss Nacnefll said then her 
chief regret was lack of a 
new type of prison, with 
cottage-type facilities such as 
thoee at Ontario’s new pro¬ 
vincial women’s prison, the 
Vanier Institution, at Bramp¬ 
ton (near Toronto) 

“Women prisoners mainly 
need motivation,” Miss 
Macneill said. “They need to 
be shown how to achieve 
realistic goals. They don’t 
need bars.” 

The prison has had a new 
superintendent since Jan. 1 of 
this year Austin Edwards, a 
former national parole repre- 
senative at Kingston, who has 
a long background in correc¬ 
tions. 

Edwards is a pipe-smoking 
pleasantly-warm and candid 
man. His appointment is 
probably the best thing that 
could have happened to this 
prison. 

He Is determined to re¬ 
emphasize rehabilitation, to 
“liven up” treatment and 
training. And he seems more 
interested in turning out good 


citizens than “model” 
prisoners. 

Edwards believes strongly 
in inmate participation, in 
giving women prisoners crea¬ 
tive outlets for their feelings 
and talents. 

But he admits bis task is 
hampered by the physical setr 
up of the gloomy old prison, 
and agrees with the Ouimet 
Report and Status of Women 
recommendations that this 
type erf institution is not 
suitable for women. 

“But,” he adds, “before 
removing the women any¬ 
where else, I’d want to be 
very sure the facilities would 
be as good or better than we 
have here.” 

At present, there ere 76 
women at Kingston — which 
was built to handle well over 
100. And there’s an unusually 
high ratio of staff which adds 
to the high cost — there are 
67 in all, 40 custodial and only 
a few with professional train¬ 
ing. 

However, Edwards believes 
this ratio of staff to inmates 
oin be u sed to good 
advantage and that a food 
“the reapeutic community” 
atmosphere can be achieved 
at Kingston. 

Many Programs 
Reactivated 

He’s re-activating several 
programs that have lapsed 
since Miss Macneill quit, such 
as an inmate newspaper, 
inmate recreation committee 
and an inmate general com¬ 
mittee to handle problems. 

He’s also trying to make 
himself available to the in¬ 
mates if they have beefs or 
problems they want to talk 
over with the man at the top. 

In short, Superintendent 
Edwards hopes to work as 
progressively as possible 
within th# restrictive frame¬ 


work of the prison as long as 
it stands. 

But he admits that, one day 
he’d be happy to preside over 
its demise. 

The women he’s responsible 
for range’ from girls in their 
late teens, many of them first 
offenders, to women In their 
60s. 

The majority are in their 
raid-208, and the prison popu¬ 
lation is getting progressively 
younger as girls on charges 
such as drug-poesession get 
federal sentences. 

Quite a few girls are 
Americans who crossed the 
border, expecting to find 
Canadian drug laws less strict 
— and were rudely awakened 
when sentenced to the federal 
prison. 

Many older women are in 
for forgery, fraud or false 
pretences. 

Parole Policy 
Often Generous 

The majority are charged 
either with fraud or drug 
offences. Last year's statis¬ 
tics showed only one woman 
admitted on a murder charge, 
while eight were on man¬ 
slaughter and five on robbery. 

Recividiam rate among 
Kingston prisoners is high — 
about half eventually return. 

There’s a high proportion of 
Indian and .French Canadian 
women (more titan a third of 
the inmates at present are in 
these two categories). 

The majority of inmates 
have children. This presents a 
big problem of emotional 
adjustment. 

Some women go two or 
three years without seeing 
their children. Others, doing 
longer sentences, can go 
eight, even 35 years without 
visits. 

Recognizing this, the parole 
board is generous in granting

to prison, do so more rapidly 
than women. But women’s 
emotional needs are different. 
It’s even more unnatural for 
them to be locked up in this 
kind of setting.” 

Depending on motivation 
aqd behavior, women are 
encouraged to upgrade their 
education, Edwards says. He 
points proudly to the fact that 
several inmates are taking 
correspondence courses at 
Queen's University, and two 
day parolees are actually 
attending courses there. 

But he would like to see 
more emphasis on re-educa¬ 
tion and a wider range of 
vocational training for In¬ 
mates. And eventually he 
would like to do away with 
traditional programs such as 
industrial sewing and clean¬ 
ing. 


One of the most hopeful 
developments at Kingston is a 
halfway house for day 
parolees that began as a pilot 
project last April. 

Run by the local Elizabeth 
Fry Society’, this house is 
unique in Canada in that the 
women are still technically 
prison inmates, yet are the 
sole responsibility of the after¬ 
care agency. 

Elizabeth Fry pays half the 
post, tlie Federal Government 
the other half. Inmates go to 
work or to school in the 
Kingston area, and return to 
the house at night. 

There’s a long waiting list 
of women, and authorities, 
including Edwards hope that 
perhaps, in the long run, this 
halfway house idea could 
become the norm for female 
prisoners across Canada.

Valentine’s Day, one of the 
oldest world festivals, used to 
be a time when any bachelor 
who valued his single status 
got lost for awhile. 

The festival had its roots in 
ancient Rome, the feast day 
of the pastoral god Luper- 
calia. 

According to researchers, 
young girls of each town 
placed their names in a giant 
urn in the public square. The 
names were drawn by 
bachelors who were then 
committed to court the girl 
whose name they had drawn. 


In one part of Italy, the 
girls had an even better 
arrangement. It was the 
custom that the first un¬ 
married man a girl saw Feb. 
14 would be her sweetheart 
for the year. 

This probably led to a high 
rate of absenteeism at the 
local toga factory. for again, 
any single man who wanted 
to hang on to his bachelor 
status would not likely have 
ventured abroad. 

Although the custom of 
sending valentines probably 


had. its roots in the old 
Lupercalian feasts, the 
holiday received its name 
from St. Valentine, an early 
Christian priest who was 
martyred in the third century. 

Historical fact concerning 
St. Valentine’s life is scant, 
but legend has it that he was 
stoned and beheaded by 
Claudius II after he refused 
to renounce Christianity. 

While awaiting his execu¬ 
tion, Valentine is believed to 
have befriended and healed 
the blind daughter of his 
jailer. On the night before he 


was beheaded, according to 
legend, ha wrote a note to the 
girl and signed it, "Your 
Valentine." 

The modem valentine didn’t 
appear until the 15th century, 
when young Englishmen 
began writing flowery letters 
to their favorite girlfriend. It 
was another 400 years before 
commercial Valentina cards 
Appealed.

Marking 
Dye Ban 
Studied 


OTTAWA (CP) — Benzyl 
violet 4-B, a purple dye used 
for marking tha federal grade 
on meat may soon be re¬ 
stricted and possibly banned, 
health department officials 
say. 

Experiments with food and 
drug directorate rates indicate 
that the purple synthetic dye 
could produce cancer of the 
akin. 

The officials say a "remote 
poasibility" exists that the 
dye could produce cancer in 
humans if too much was 
consumed, but they stress the 
dye does not pose a health 
hazard under normal us*. 

Dr. Alex Morrison, deputy 
director of the directorate, 
says Unking cancer with the 
purple dye is "questionable." 

Although federal food addi¬ 
tive regulations allow the dye 
to be added in amounts as 
high as 100 parts per million 
to such foods as jams, 
pickles, bread, butter, cheese, 
chocolate and fruit drinks as 
a good coloring, most of the 
dye is actually used as a 
meat stamp. Dr. Morrison 
said. 

But in view of concern 
about skin cancer the govern¬ 
ment is "seriously consider¬ 
ing" restricting Its use. 

In the experiments, rets 
were fed the dye at levels up 
to three per cent of their total 
diet for 75 weeks. The 
scientists said they were not 
certain of the significance of 
the data because cancer 
appeared only on the akin and 
did not spread or effect 
internal organs, such as the 
liver, which would be ex¬ 
pected.

Henry a*aid he. thought 
mafty persons were'concerned 
about the project, but either 
assumed it would be rejected 
by council or else learned 
about it too late to act before 
the“decision was made.

Azaleas Sulk 
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One thing that has always puzzled 
me is why. in this city of gardens, so 
many folks grow rhododendrons and so 
few cultivate azaleas. Not that I have 
anything against rhodos — they are 
grand shrubs — but you can get a much 
wider range of colors in their little 
sisters, the azaleas. 

The purest scarlet, orange, salmon, 
carmine, dear yellow or blood red. 
often difficult to attain in ’rhododen¬ 
drons, are offered freely in the azalea 
group, and the best ones remain in 
bloom for a somewhat longer period of 
time too. 

Even where azaleas ARE grown, you 
seldom see them in a really healthy and 
vigorous condition. I think this is 
because the azalea likes to be courted, 
and when you simply bung her into a 
hole in the ground and take her for 
granted, she goes into a fit of the sulks. 
She must be planted with loving hands 
and showered With little attentions such 
as regular feeding and mulching. 

I bed eve. too, that the azalea resents 
being dosed with nauseating. chemicals 
to acidify the soil. Strangely enough, 
these plants will tolerate a slight degree 
of natural lime in the soil, and it is only 
when flme is applied artiflefalty that the 
azalea goes off-color and sickens. - 
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What is need e d, then, is not so much 
the positive action of acidifying the soil 
as the negative attitude in avoiding the 
application of lime or other alkaline 
chemicals. 

Planting must be shallow, and the 
ball of roots should never be set in so 
deeply that toil is placed over it. A light 
scattering of pest or leafmould followed 
by a thick mulch of bracken or half- 
rotted leaves is all that should be 
placed over the upper surface of the 
root ball. The mulch, renewed or 
replenished when it becomes thin, 
should provde all the nourishment 
necessary. 

Like the gooseberry and the tomato 
plant, the azalea is a hound for potash, 
and many otherwise good azalea soils 
are somewhat short of this fertilizer 
element. Wood ashes, normally a good 
source of potash, are no good here as 
they contain too much lime. 

One good way to repair this deficiency 
is to mulch the plirnts heavily with 
(hopped bracken, for the fronds of this 
native fern are rich in potash and in a 
form readily assimilated by the azalea 
roots. If your azaleas show pronounced 
symptoms of potash deficiency — a 
greyish margin on the edges of the 


leaves — a more heroic and faster- 
acting remedy is indicated. 

Give your plants sulphate of potash, 

2 tablespoonfuls per gallon and about 
half a gallon per plant, applied with a 
watering can both to the soil and the 
leaves. 

Hardly any pruning is necessary in 
outdoor azaleas beyond the snipping-off 
of faded blossoms with a pair of 
scissors before the little shrubs can 
waste their energy in manufacturing 
unwanted seeds. 

When an azalea Is happy and well 
fed. she will produce shoots as thick as 
your little finger and perhaps as much 
as a yard kxig. Don’t tip these or out 
them back in tbe interests of neatness 
and symmetry, but arch them over 
gently and peg down the tip so the shoot 
forms a bow. Handled in this way. the 
whole arched shoot should sprout 
flowers again next season in e most 
spectacular fashion. 

Too much Shade will hinder the 
formation of blossoms buds, while too 
much sun will shorten the blooming 
period. The ideal aspect is a dappled 
shade such as you would find in s fairly 
open forest glade, with little spots of 
sunshine filtering through the canopy of 
leaves overhead.

— i nc lu d in g health, housing 
and building maintenance, 
laundry and cleaning costs — 
now amount to $1.5 billion a 
year. 

Under the bill, the federal 
government would be em¬ 
powered to: 

• Set national air quality 
objectives. 


• Set national emission 
standards where there Is a 
significant danger to health or 
where International agree¬ 
ments on air pollution are 
involved. 

• Set specific emission 
standards for all works, 
undertakings or businesses 
under federal authority. 

• Regulate the composi¬ 
tion at fuels that may be 


produced or imported ihto 
Canada. 

Penalties for Infringing on 
the emission standards would 
be as high as 1200,000. Fines 
of up to $5,000 daily are 
provided for producing or 
Importing prohibited fuels. 

Federal plants would 
become models to follow in 
the fight against air pollution, 
Davis pledged at a news 
conference following the bill's 
introduction.

The University of Victoria 
senate voted Wednesday 
against instituting even a 
limited p a s s -f a i 1 grading 
system here after receiving a 
committee report making that 
recommendation. 


“The proposed advantages 
of pass-fail evaluation are 
that it encourages broadening 
of student interests outside of 
their main areas of special¬ 
ization and that the pressure 
for obtaining grades is 
decreased,” the report said. 

“The conaenaua of the 
survey indicates that these 
objectives are not realized by 
the pass-fail system.” 

(Under the system, students 
are not given marks, but 
simply a pass or a failure.) 

Dr. William Goede, who was 
chairman of the committee, 
told senate that a limited 
number of such courses would 
not ease pressures on 
students who still had to be 
concerned with other grades. 

The motion was not ap¬ 
proved without opposition, 
however. 

Dr. Richard Powers re¬

Slip-Ups 

Isolated’ 


The president of the B.C. 
Medical Association said 
Wednesday that Health 
Minister Ralph Loffmark has 
seized a few examples to 
paint an exceedingly bleak 
picture ofdootors’ hospital 
practices. 

Speaking in the Legislature 
earlier this week, the health 
minister said doctors should 
be called for an accounting of 
some practices that are in¬ 
creasing the costs of publicly- 
financed medicine. 

He cited three cases of 
patients being kept in 
hospitals beyond normal 
lengths of stay, including that 
of a professor who stayed 
overnight at Vancouver 
General Hospital tor 13 
months, when he was teach¬ 
ing each day. 

Dr. W. J. Corbett of Norttv 
Vancouver, president of the 
BCMA, said there are 3,000 
doctor* in B.C. who serve 
more than 2 million persons 
and “when you deliver health 
cart to such a great number 
it is understandable there are 
a few aiip-ups ” 

"‘However, the minister ap¬ 
parently has picked a few of 
the unusual incidents and is 
saying this is a general 
pattern,” he added. 

Corbett explained that 
doctors have nothing to gain 
by keeping persons in hospital 
beyond their required lengths 
of stay because almost every 
doctor has a'waiting list for 
hospital beds. 

"The doctors are working 
very haad to make medicare 
work and I fear the minister 
may be seizing on a few 
isolated instances and imply¬ 
ing this is a pattern.” 


Threat 

Denied 


Health Minister Ralph Loff¬ 
mark has told the Legislature 
that he never threatened to 
look into the medical com¬ 
petence of a doctor who 
wanted a new hospital at 
Clearwater, 80 miles north of 
Kamloops. 

The minister was replying 
to an allegation by Barrie 
Clark (L—-North Vancouver- 
Seymour) tiiat charges Loff¬ 
mark made about the doctor 
were so serious tiiat they 
deserved an immediate ex¬ 
planation or Loffmarks re¬ 
signation. 

In the Legislature this 
week, the health minister 
read correspondence between 
himself and the North Thomp- 
son-Ntcala Regional Board', 
■which would have built the 
hospital, and the B.C. Medical 
Association. 

Instead of a hospital at 
Clearwater, Loffmark and the 
BCMA agreed that all the 
community needed was a 
diagnostic and treatment 
centre. The minister ex¬ 
plained that It would be 
grossly uneconomic to build a 
hospital so close to a facility 
»uoh as Royal Inland Hospital 
at Kamloops. 

In any case, Clearwater 
would not warrant a hospital 
of more than 10 or 15 beds, 

said Loffmark.

“To point out how serious 
the drug problem is in our 
community,” the Socred 
member said, "the Greater 
Nanaimo area of 38.000 people 
today hag the second-highest 
ratio of heroin uaers in 
Canada, having surpassed 
Victoria in the past few 
months.** 

With this rapid grow* In 
drug abuse, Ney said, has 
com* a sharp increase in 
crime in the am. Until a 
year or so ago, he added, 
armed robberies were almost 
unknown in Nanaimo. In 1969, 
a normal year, there were 
none but last year 16 armed 
robberies were chalked up 
and the number of police 
complaints in the city almost 
doubled to 14,000. 

"At least 85 per cent of the 
crime in Nanaimo can be 
attributed to drug use of one 
kind or another,’’ Ney said. 

"Drug traffickers only have 
one thought in mind and this 
is to sell for profit At the 
present time heroin sells for 
$20 a cap. Some persons in 
Nanaimo area are on as 
many as 39 caps a day. This 
ie extreme — but the average 
would be four to 10 capa a day 
which means $80 to $200 a 
day. 

“The only income these 
persons have is welfare and 
drug trafficking in order to 
support their habit. A 
trafficker in Nanaimo sup¬ 
posedly clears $3,000 a week. 
This money has to come 
from aomewhere. 

"(So) in order to support 
this habit the addict has to 
turn to crime He or ahe has 
to steal, prostitute herself or 
go to any end to obtain the 
necessary amount of money 
to continue the habit." 

Ney called on the govern¬ 
ment to immediately make 
available to Nanaimo $50,000 
from the newly established 
$25 million perpetual fund for 
the control of drug, alcohol 
and tobacco misuse. 

He also suggested an im¬ 
mediate era ah educational 
program, starting in the first 
grade, to acquaint children 
fully with the dangers of drug 
abuse. 

Facilities of toe Nanaimo 
Health unit should be ex¬ 
panded to provide proper 
testing and supervised treat¬ 
ment free of charge to heroin 
addicts. Addicts would be 
riven prescriptions by their 
doctors and receive metha¬ 
done free of charge. 

Howard McDiarmid (SC- 
Alberai) said Tuesday the 
CPR should subsidize the 
construction of a four-lane 
Island Highway it it doesn’t 
want to try to make the 
Esquimalt and Nanafmo Rail¬ 
way into a profitable opera¬ 
tion. 

He told toe Legislature in 
the budget debate that the 
company should not be forced 
to spend up to $750,000 
annually to subsidize the 
money losing rarilway oper¬ 
ation but added it should 
put this amount of money into 
means of transportation on 
Vancouver Island. 

"The Island Highway is the 
N(x 1 transportation priority 
for toe people of Vancouver 
Island,’’ McDiarmid said 
"Since toe CPR acquired toe 


EA N lands in reum for 
providing transportation, it 
should be required to put toe 
money (it would otherwise 
pay in rail subsidies) to alter¬ 
nate use for roads. 

"If (the CPR) won’t pro¬ 
vide it one way — why not 
the other? They have been 
given nearly all the riches on 
Vancouver Island." 

McDiarmid said he dis¬ 
agreed with Liberal leader 
Patrick McGeer’s criticism of 
the government funnelling 
pension funds into B.C. 
Hydro. 

"The smaller communities 
tn this province are crying 
out for electric power and we 
should make available every 
nickle we can for this pur¬ 
pose,” the Socred member 
acid.

That, he told delegates ol 
the Vancouver Women’s 
Liberation Alliance Wednes¬ 
day, is his own private 
opinion. 

He suggested a congress of 
all the women in Canada to 
decide the question and in 
return was accused by dele¬ 
gation members of tryihg to 
reduce the abortion problem 
to a Mickey Mouse level. 

Loffmark met tor an hour » 
In the cabinet room with a 
delegation of seven Vancouver 
women to disouas a seven- 
point brief on abortion needs 

The women were accom¬ 
panied by Vancouver Dr. 
Robert Makaroff, who was 
recently convicted of perform¬ 
ing illegal abortions, and 
whoee name was struck from 
the medical registry. Loff¬ 
mark, however, refused to 


recognize him during the 
meeting. 

“I don’t recognize you as 
being a doctor,” said Loff¬ 
mark. 

He also refused to handle a 
request by the delegation that 
the provincial government 
recommend to the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons the 
reinstatement of Makaroff on 
the medioal register. 

He said that was a matter 
of individual discipline. — the 
registration of doctors belongs 
to the medical profession by 
law. 

LoffmaTk told the women 
that he was prepared to 
consider their proposal that 
leaflets should be prepared 
telling women where to get 
therapeutic abortions and 
where to obtain birth control 
information. 

He did not agree, with their 
suggestion that information 
was badly needed in high 
schools — he felt high school 


girls could consult their 
parents, teachers, public 
health nurses or counsellors if 
they wap ted information. 

Loffmark raised hackles 
when he suggested that there 
is an alternative to abortion 
for both high school girls and 
women who are seeking to 
control their own bodies ... a 
certain amount of restraint 
and responsibility. 

He Aid not think the position 
that a woman has a right to 
an abortion if she wants one 
would be acceptable to the 
medical profession, pointing 
out that it is impossible even 
to get ap appendectomy 
•imply because one wants it 
— a doctor has to decide if it 
is a medical necessity. 

Delegates asked Lolfmark 
to set up special clinics, both 
stationary and mobile, to 
provide abortions, birth 
control Information and

The city of Victoria will not 
switch to dual assessment 
rolls to get around the 10 per 
cent ceiling on assessment 
increases, City Assessor 
Alfred Joyce-said Wednesday. 

Joyce was commenting on 
the District of North Van¬ 
couver’s decision Monday to 
use a double assessment roll 
system. 

Under this system, which is 
also used by Burnaby and 
Kelowna, North Vancouver 
uses its own assessment (100 
• per cent of the property’s 
market value) for municipal 
tax purposes. It uses the 
provincially-controlled assess¬ 
ment roll (subject to the 10 
per cent restriction on in¬ 
creases Imposed on B.C. 
municipalities by the provin¬ 
cial government last yeafO for 
school and hospital levies. 

Joyce told the Colonist 
North Vancouver could do 
this because it doesn’t belong 
to a regional district. 

•Theoretically, we (V1 c- 
toria) could do the same 
thing, but it would be foolish 
unless it was done throughout 
the Capital Region,” he said. 

And that waa next to 
Impossible, because the 
region includes unorganized 
territories which come under 
provincial jurisdiction. 

“The province would never 
go for the dual assessment 
roll system,” said Joyce. 

“If Victoria went ahead on 
Its own, we might end up 
assessing a property at $20,000 
which, in Saanich would be 
assessed at |10,000; it just 
wouldn't be feasible unless 
the whole region used the 
dual assessment rolls,” he 
said.

The minister was accused 
of reducing the problem to a 
Mickey Mouse level and was 
told that women cannot wait 
10 years for a congress of 
women. A referendum was 
suggested, but Loffmark said 
the government cannot go 
running back to the electorate 
all the time to ask what to do.

Pollution Factor at Great Lakes 


Airborne Metals Foul Rain 


OTTAWA (UPI) - A 
government agency, which 
started analyzing rain and 
snow to see If phosphates and 
nitrates were getting into toe 
Great Lakes through precipi¬ 
tation. reported Wednesday it 
had discovered a major new 
pollution problem — airborne 
lead and cadmium. 

The Canadian Centre for 
Inland Waters in Burlington, 
Ont., disclosed that cadmium 
and lead concentrations in 
rain and snow were above the 
government’s safe drinking 
water standards in some 
areas.

A. R. Kirby, spokesman for 
the centre, said scientists had 
“no idea” there was so much 
heavy metal pollution sus¬ 
pended in rain and snow. 

“It will be two or three 
years before we can reach 
any definitive conclusions 
about the source and extent 
of toe problem, but this is a 
whole new aspect of the 
pollution situation that has 
just been opened up.” 

Kirby said most of the lead 
apparently came from the 


exhausts of cars and trucks 
which use leaded gasoline. 

He said the scientists were 
most surprised by the levels 
of cadmium — which, in 
much higher concentrations, 
has become a major pollution 
source in Japan, where it has 
proved fatal in some in¬ 
stances. 

Although it was apparently 
from an industrial source, 
Kirby said scientists had not 
pinpointed the origin of 
cadmium in the rainwater. 


The discovery was made 
during a study of rain and 
snow falling at 15 test stations 
between August, 1969. and 
October, 1970. At all stations, 
traces of lead, zinc, coppq-, 
iron and cadmium were found 
in excess of the govemmervfs 
“desirable" drinking water 
standard. 

The study also found pre¬ 
cipitation "appears to be 
contributing from 5 to 10 per 
cent of the total nutrient input 
of phosphorus and nitrogen 
into Lakes Erie and Ontario.’ 
Nutrients apparently came 
from fertilizers blown into the 
air off farm fields.

One of the major proposals 
was that a course on Indian 
history and culture, be pre¬ 
pared for inclusion in social 
studies programs for children 
of both Indian and non-Indian 
backgrounds. 

Several resolutions arose 
from Indian students' discus¬ 
sions about school problems. 
Those include what students 
described as foe myth that 
white students were smarter 
than Indians and that the 
naturally quiet, reserved 
nature of most Indian chil¬ 
dren did not permit them to 
create the preferred image of 
a bright “on-the-bit” student 
bursting with enthusiasm and 
knowledge. 111© students also 
felt that foe unnatural image 
of the Indian people, as 
created by most movies and 
TV programs, showing them 
only as villains and bad guys, 
also Rffected the attitudes ol 
non-Indiads toward them. 

Sherri Heine, a non-Indian 
student described differences 
between students as “not a 
mountain, but certainly- a 
hill.” 

A n other recommendation 
urged that the school board 
be approached, with the edu¬ 
cation department to discuss 
the possibility of providing a 
vocational project to house a 
display of Indian arts and 
crafts and a library of 
literature on Indian people 
which could also be a meeting 
place for Indian and non- 
Indian students. 

The meeting also wanted 
•the Indian affairs department 
to be asked to make known to 
individual bands the funds 
which were available to them 
for kindergarten and nursery 
schools on Indian .reserves 
and villages. 


Superintendent John 
Andrews will be asked if a 
series of weekly or weekend 
visits can be a (ranged for non- 
Indian children at the Indian 
residence and the school * 
board will be asked if atten¬ 
dance can be arranged to 
provide a more even balance 
between Indian and non- 
Indian students in certain 
area schools. 


He singled out the board 
hospital committee as having 
very limited terms of refer¬ 
ence. 

“It Is up to you to set up a 
committee that is viable, . 
something which is not 
possible under the present 
system.” 

Board chairman Bruce 
Devitt replied: "Views like 
yours do not accomplish 
anything. Everyone on foe 
regional board has. tried to 
assist the hospital as much as 
possible.” 

Both Devitt and director 
Mayor Kay Grouhel of Lady¬ 
smith blamed original region¬ 
al legislation for foe regional 
board's present position. 

Mrs. Grouhel said: "What 
has stalled the whole ex¬ 
tended care project is the fact 
that the rules were changed 
by the provincial government 
r e g arding financing. The 
government later admitted 
doing so because erf a lack of 
funds.”

; would have been the first black man hired as head coach by 
any major university. 

V- It would have been good for Harvard, good for the Ivy 
/League, good for America, good for the human race, and a 
bard sacrifice for Willie, It didn’t happen, but the fact that it 
could happen is worth a small cheer. 

r Let there be no mistake: Harvard came looking for Willie 
Davis; he did not seek the job. The beautiful man from 
Grambling who led Green Bay’s defensive line when the 
Packers ruled pro football was recommended by several 
national professional league coaches and by "other sources,” 
the screening committee told him. In the end Willie backed off 
because of moral and financial commitments which, he feared, 
might encumber his work at Cambridge. 

"You know," he said the other day, “if I took the job 
there’s no way I was going to fall. I felt so strongly about what 
the job would require, I had to wonder if I could give it 110 per 
cent effort and concentration with these other things on my 
mind." 

* * * 

The “other things" were, primarily, the personal and 
financial obligations he assumed less than a year ago when he 
took over the Schlltz beer distributorship in a district that 
includes the Watts area of Los Angeles. 

When Willie was with the Packers he took a master’s 
degree in marketing at the University of Chicago, then entered 
Schlitz’s management training program in Milwaukee. On his 
retirement as a player following the 1969 season he was made a 
vice president, and last year Schlitz asked him to take the 
firm’s largest distributorship west of the Rockies. 

"What’re you going to do with the 115,000?" he was asked in 
the dressing room after the Packers qualified for the winner's 
purse by beating Kansas City in the first Super Bowl. "My 
creditors," he replied on that occasion, "got plans." The truth 
is, though, Willie saved a lot of his post-season prize money, 
hut still couldn’t buy the distributorship without a big loan.

Business has boomed since he took over. Settling for a 
college coach's salary now would have meant financial 
sacrifice, but if that had been the only consideration he would 
have leaped at the challenge.

Ski Makers End Feud 


VIENNA (UPI) - Austria’s 
five ski manufacturers buried 
their feud Wednesday and 
created an all-Austrian team 
to try to reverse their racers’ 
steady string of teases this 
winter. 

The "Austria Racing 
Team" was founded by the 
c o mpanies of Amsteiner, 
Fischer, Kaestle, Kneissl and 
Rohrmoaer, which make more 
than 25 per cent of the world 
ski production. 

"Times are gone when one 
ski firm alone could represent 
one country," said Franz 
Kneissl, whose proposal to 
form the all-Austrian team 
was unanimously accepted by 
his competitors. "Wt will 


form a common front against 
foreign s k i manufacturers 
from France, Japan and the 
United States." 

TNT step came after 
national aid team manager, 
Prof. Franz Hoppichler, 
repeatedly complained about 
interference by various ski 
manufacturers in the team's 
manage ment. Hoppichler 
threatened to resign unless he 
is given the same amount of 
executive power as French 
team leader Jean Beranger, 
who does not have to fear the 
influence of his country's ski 
manufacturers. 

Kneissl and his colleagues 
agreed to: 


• Renounce advertising 
ski victories other than under 
the name of "Austria Racing 
Team"; 

• Form a common service 
team providing all necessary 
equipment; 

• Give financial support 
tor the ski team in a common 
pod; 

• Contribute to the or¬ 
ganizational work of the rac¬ 
ing team; 

• Have the Austria racing 
team incorporated in the 
Austrian Ski Federation. 

Previous ski victory adver¬ 
tisements were always made 


under the name of the 
respective firms. Kneissl and 
Arnatetn* once went to court 
over the question whether a 
gold medal won by a girl 
racer equals that of a man. 

“This will stop in future," 
Kneissl said. "We will all sail 
now under the name of 
Austria Racing Team." 

Ski federation officials wel¬ 
comed the decision aa “a 
logical step under the circum¬ 
stances.” 

“It is nonsense to have five 
different service teams taking 
care of our racers when one 
common team could do the 
same work, probably more 
efficient,” one ski official

IRMA Is End of Era for Milk Inspector 


DUNCAN — To the uniniti¬ 
ated, Inna la just a girl’s 
name but to experts such as 
Jack Woof, inspector for 
Cowichan Dairy Herd Im¬ 
provement Association, those 
letters not only represent four 
words, they also signify the 
end of an era. t 

IRMA stands for infra-red 
milk analysis, an electronic- 
age method of testing milk, 
For the last 11 years, testing 
has been carried out by Woof, 
40, of Duncan who works for 
the provincial agricultural 
department. 

But the new system wiU be 
introduced some time in the 
summer and that will mark 
the end of a job he Mked. 

□ 

However Woof says that 
infra-red milk analysis will be 
more efficient than manual 
testing because beams which 
are shat into milk samples 


are able to determine various 
factors much faster. 

Until July or August, Woof 
will continue to make his 
monthly rounds of 20 farms to 
test milk and maintain has 
close personal contact with 
farmers. When IRMA takes 
over, he will only have to 
collect samples and ship them 
to a centre on the mainland. 

Eventually that part of the 
work will probably be done by 
part-time personnel and then 
Woof will only tag calves and 
check herd books. 

. □

Dairy Heard Improvement 
Association had already 
joined the new computer 
system.

Van Jaarsvaid’s herd pro¬ 
duced 1,701 pounds of milk 
and 73.2 pounds of butterfat. 
There were 14 herds out of 20 
with more than 50 pounds of 
butterfat average. The results 
are based on a 30-day test. 

Other high producers came 
from the farms of G. L. 
Kusters and Jannes Poelman. 
Two-year-old Holstein Janie, 
owned by Poelman, gave 


16,578 pounds of milk and 556 
poinds of butterfat in 305 
days.

However, officials cautioned 
reporters against interpreting 
the unemployment insurance 
figures too freely. 

Some branch offices had not 
fully reported their January 
figures, and thqse that were 
missing could be the ones 
with the biggest files. Smaller 
offices, less upset by a 
seasonal tide of applications, 
are more likely to file their 
reports promptly 

The statistics to be released 
today by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics and the 
manpower department are 
compiled on a different base. 

Instead o f counting in¬ 
surance applicants and recipi¬ 
ents, the DBS figures are 
based on a sample survey of 
30,000 households. 

Otto Lang, manpower 
minister, said in the Com¬ 
mons Monday DBS-manpower 
figures are the mp»t reliable.

The tempo of the Indochina 
war was stepped up on 
several fronts Wednesday and 
early today. 

Communists attacked the 
edge of IK,*- Cambodian 

capital of Phnom Penh early 
today with a barrage of 
mortar and rocket fire. South 
Vietnamese ground troops 
pushed deep into Laos 
through thick jungle in an 
allied drive against the Ho 
Chi Minh supply route. 

Residents of downtown 
Phnom Penh said they heard 
about 25 mortar rounds and 
two rockets fired in the 
vicinity of the government’s 
naval base on the north¬ 
western edge of the Cam¬ 
bodian capital. 

It was toe second Com¬ 
munist attack on the Phnom 
Penh area in less that three 
weeks. A mortar attack 
coupled with a commando 
raid destroyed most of Cam¬ 
bodia’s air force Jan. 22. 

Unconfirmed field reports 
said advance elements of the 
10.000 Saigon troops in Laos 
had reached their primary 
goal, the town of Tchepone, 
the nerve centre of the Ho 
Chi Minh infiltration route 
Tchepone, 27 miles inside 
Laos, is a supply centre for 
the Communist trail. 

Meanwhile, Saigon reports 
said toe U.S. has placed a 
landing force of 1,500 marines 
armed with artillery and 
tanks, off South Vietnam’s 
northern coast to counter a 
possible North Vietnamese 
thrust In retaliation for the 
Laos incursion. 

Battle-tested marines of the 
3rd Division, which operated 
along the demilitarized zone 
until the division was with¬ 
drawn from South Vietnam in 
1969, are reported standing 
off the northern coast on 
ships of the 7th Fleet. 

The U.S. command said it 
would have no comment. 

The marines were dis¬ 
patched to the northern 
region because of a 29.000- 
man South Vietnamese-U.S.

Pollution Factor at Great Lakes 


Airborne Metals Foul Rain 


OTTAWA (UPI) A 
government agency* which 
started analysing rain and 
snow to see if phosphates and 
nitrates were getting into the 
Great Lakes through precipi¬ 
tation, reported Wednesday it. 
had discovered a major new 
pollution problem — airborne 
lead and cadmium. 

The Canadian Centre for 
Inland Waters in Burlington. 
Ont., disclosed that cadmium 
and lead concentrations in 
rain and snow were above the 
government’s safe drinking 
water standards in some 
areas.

A. R. Kirby, spokesman for 
the centre, said scientists had 
“no idea" there was go much 
heavy metal pollution sus¬ 
pended in rain and snow. 

“It wiR be two or thfee 
years before we can reach 
any definitive conclusions 
about the source and extent 
of the problem, but this is a 
whole new aspect of the 
pollution situation that has 
just been opened up." 

Kirby said most of the lead 
apparently came from the 


exhausts of cars and trucks 
which use leaded gasoline. 

He said the scientists were 
most surprised by tlie levels 
of cadmium — which, in 
much higher concentrations, 
has become a major iwllution 
source in Japan, where it has 
proved fatal in some in¬ 
stances. 

Although it was apparently 
from an industrial source. 
Kirby said scientists had not 
pinpointed the origin of 
cadmium in the rainwater. 


The discovery was made 
during a study of rain and 
snow falling at 15 test stations 
between August, 1969, and 
October. 1970. At all stations, 
traces of lead, zinc, copper, 
iron and cadmium were found 
in excess of the government’s 
“desirable” drinking water 
standard. 

The study also found pre¬ 
cipitation “appears to be 
contributing from 5 to 10 per 
cent of the total nutrient input 
of phosphorus and nitrogen 
into lakes Erie and Ontario." 
Nutrients apjiarently came 
from fertilizers blown into the 
air off farm fields. 
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
